The new Issue of postage stamps will 


difler from the current issue In several 
particulars Its denominations, for ex- 
ample, will be one, two, three, four, live, 
six, eight, ten, fifteen and Btty ceats, 
and |1, §2 and 85 The regular cur -ent 
issue—that of 1890—has no eight.:ent 
stamp, for that became necessary fnlv 
with the change In the registry f-om 
ten to eight cents during Postmaster- 
General 
Wanamaker's admlnistrat on 


Neither has the Issue of 1880 any t Ity 
cent stamp, or any o[ the series f roni 81 
upward. 


Ihe coming Issue will drop out the
